Source could understand hov it was that HATTCRI had this double interest 
of rearmament and also anti- c ommunist policy and operations. After he w^s 
discharged from his duties as an Assistant Military Attache at the Legation 
in Prance, in about 1936, HATTQRI returned to Japan via the continental 
route. He N stopped over to make a detailed inspection of ^bnditions in 
Soviet Russia at 'that time. As a result of this inspection, HATTCRI gained 
the conviction and made the prediction that the next great world war would 
break out before or just about 1940, and asserted the need for adequate 
mobilisation and armament tomeet tills danger. Hi^assertion was given * 
superior approval and support -by thp r thei»/Colonelj^3HIHARA Kanju, later 
the leader of the^jpAI TO A lUSMMEI $Eas.t Asia League), at that time chief 
of the Operational Plans Section/ G-l (NfrIE: equivalent to our G-3) , ■ 

General Staff Office. HATTCRI had the fear .that the world would be .do*-/ 
inatrii by Russia in the near future j therefore, Japan and all the other 
great powers should unite and exert every caution gainst that threat* 

Again, following the end of the last World War in 1945, HATTCRI predicted 
that the entire Chinese na inland would be comnrunized without a doubt arid 
brought und er, Russ tan influence and Communist domination in the foreseeable 
future. HATTCRI firmly believes that the only sure way to stave off 
Hues ia’s^ plari .f or Boyietizatlbn of the en tire world is for each country to 
intensify its r^afii^rit^ ' ^^reforey"h3s *ssser^ior»~x^'gaH'ing raarttaSKHtP — “ 
are directed not merely at the establishment of a Japanese Defense Army, 
but at world rearmament capable and strong enough to stand against the 
armed might of Communist bloo. For Japan, in concrete terms, .this 
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means that Japan should be rearmed strongly enough to stand against the 
Japanese Ccasnunists, Coarunist China, and Russia's Far, Eastern forces. 

Public opinion in Japan has gradually veered toward renunciation of War 
and opposition of ary plan for rearmament since the surrender. From the 
first, HATTCRI regarded thin as a fool *8 dream. 'and mourned the ignorance 
of the people, and he has insisted all along upon the absolute necessity for 
rearmament. At the same time, however, he considered the Japan Cocsnunist 
Party as an alien and hbstile element under f^U. "domination of Soviet 
e . Russia; for these reasons, since he was in a position at his officially

Since HATTCRI has always been what is known as 
a "tight-lipped" man, he seldom ever revealed the details of his operations 
- to any other person completely. Those .i&o are working for HATTCRI and 

cooperating with him too are also very ^strict in the safeguard of security. 

It has r nevertheless, been Source's opinion that some day HATTCRI would dis- * 
cuss his, intelligence networks with Source in detail.

12. HATTCRI i s intelligence organs for the gathering of information on the 

JCP are soattered around in various areas Such as Hokkaido, Fukushima, Sendai, 
Niigata, Toyama, Ichikawa, Nagano, and tamaguchl. Among them, the most 
active and authoritative one appears to be that located in the Nagano Pre- 
fecture! area. JCP members are of direct service to the intel ligence or- 
ganisation of HATTCRI In the Nagano area, acting as information brokers. 

Die JCP of Nagano is closely linked to that of the Niigata, Toyama, and 
Ishikawa Districts. Furthermore, since About 1920, Nagano Prefecture, 
though a backward and feudal area, has been noted as the traditional strong- 
hold of the Japan Communist Party. A number of primary school teachers In 
Nagano were JCP members even then. Heads of many of the villages in Nagano 
Prefecture are at present members of the J CP. If HATTCRI 1 s intelligence unit 
in Nagano is strongly entrenched and has penetrations of the Party there, 
Source believes that HATTCRI *s information on the JCP is apt to be quite 
accurate and authoritative. Sinoe the spring of 1951, HATTCRI has often di- 
vulged Acme of the results of his investigations of the J GP to (Gemra^fSH I- 
MCHQRA Sadanai, his former superior, vhom he sees quite regularly these days •
